OF INDIAN FUNDS 


W ashington, D. C., 
July 
31.—The 
house committee on 
Indian 
affairs 
Saturday decided to report favorably 
Representative Ferris’ bill providing 
for the pro-r&ting of $1,500,000 of the 
Comanche and Kiowa fund among 3,- 
000 of the Indians. The money is to 
be deposited i nlocal banks in Okla­ 
homa and paid out as the needs of the 
Indians may require. 
The 
$2,600,000 
Comanche-Kiowa 
fund which draws 4 percent interest 
is left intact by the bill. The meas­ 
ure is to be presented to the house 
on the ground that it constitutes a 
local emergency. The Indian office 
has agreed to an extension of the time 
of payments by white purchasers of 
Kiowa-Coirianehe lands provided the 
Ferris bill piasses so as to take care 
of the needs of the Indians. 
On Tuesday the committee will re­ 
port favorably on the bill to pay the 
Chickasaws, Choctaw’s, Seminoles and 
Cherokees the $8,000,000 which has 
accumulated t othe credit of these In­ 
dians from the sale of their lands. 
The Indian office is in favor of both 
measures.

M I ASPHALT 


PAVING 0. K. 


Some two or three 
weeks ago a 
quiet visit was made to Ada by Theo. 
W. G ulledjr ud T. P. Clonts, commis­ 
sioner o-t 'public works and city engi­ 
neer, respectively, of Muskogee, for 
the purpose of inspecting the street 
paving. They were also shown - the 
asphalt mines near town, and the fol­ 
lowing excerpts 
from 
the 
report 
made the city commissioners, indi­ 
cates that they were very favorably 
impressed. Muskogee is planning to 
do a great deal of paving 
and 
this 
visit may mean several thousand dol­ 
lars to Ada. The report is as follows: 
“In Ada, we examined all of the 
rock 
asphalt 
streets 
laid. 
These 
streets have been subjected to ^raffle 
from six months to a year. They are 
located in the business district of that 
town and the heaviest traffic of the 
town are oui these streets. The work­ 
manship on the streets is bad, but 
the surface of the pavement has the 
sam e general appearance 
as 
West 
Seventh street in Oklahoma City and 
is hard and durable. There are two 


or three had places in the pavement 
at Ada which is due mostly to the 
poor 
workmanship 
and 
improper 
drainage. The rock asphalt laid on the 
streets was take® from the rock as­ 
phalt mines about three miles south 
of the town. It is our opinion that the 
streets of Ada will compare favorably 
with the best of sheet asphalt streets 
as for durability. 
“The rock asphalt streets of both 
Oklahoma City and Ada were laid by 
the Shelby-Downard 
Asphalt 
Com­ 
pany. The rock asphalt at Oklahoma 
City being shipped from the rock as­ 
phalt mines near Ardmore, and that 
laid at Ada was taken from the mines 
near that city. The mixtures used in 
both sities are about the Same, except 
a little more lime rock is -found in 
the m ixture used in Oklahoma City. 
The pavements in both cities after six 
months of traffic are practically the 
same in appearance. 
“The result of the above investiga­ 
tion seems to point to the following 
conclusions: That with due skill and 
good 
workmanship, 
rock 
asphalt 
streets can be laid that will last and 
be as durable as the best of sheet as­ 
phalt pavements. That when first laid 
the apeparance of the pavement is 
bad, utnil it has had sufficient traffie 
and tim e to set and snioth out. That 
weiather conditions do not effect the 
pavement very materially. Th(at no 
attention need to be paid ffi the m at­ 
ter of adding bitumen artificially to 
the natural mixture. And that great 
care and skill is needed in preparing 
the asphalt mixture at the plant in 
order to secure a uniform mixture. 
And tihat rock asphalt pavement when 
properly laid as in Oklahoma City and 
Ada will m ake a first class pavement 
in every particular. 
And 
that 
the 
more traffic on the street the better. 
The above report, we think, gives 
about all the points of interest that 
we could learn concerning rock as­ 
phalt pavement.

Says the Review: 
Situated in one of the best agri­ 
cultural fields in valleys 
that 
are 
overlooked by high hills where the 
mineral output will last as long as 
man has use for it, natural rock as­ 
phalt is found sufficient to pave ev 
ery street and highway in the state, 
where limestone and shale exist in 
inexhaustible quantities, where the 
daily freight reports show that it is 
second in the state of Oklahoma, Ada 
is as surely one of the coming cities 
of this state as is Muskogee or Ok­ 
lahoma City.

Austin, Tex., July 30.—The sum of

priation of $5,000 for that purpose and 
tNw he would not think of accepting 
the money tendered today.

made by George 
Slough of Galveston in the name of 
B. Adoue, president of the Galveston 
brewery. It was explained that at this 
time there is no Texas Brewers’ As­ 
sociation, it having dissolved, accord­ 
ing to Mr. 
bane's information, 
but 
that a meeting is to be held on Aug. 
5 to reorganize. 
The offer of the breweries or brew­ 
ery at this time, on the eve of the 
special session, may ‘have its signifi­ 
cance and possibly..its effect. 
While there is a ‘demand for liquor 
regulation by the pros and some of 
the North Texas (antis, who want the 
night closing bill passed, the gover­

Washington, D. C., 
July 29.—The 
Interstate Good Roads Conference is 
in session at Mountain Lake Park, 
Maryland. It deals principally with 
the road problems of Maryland and 
West 
Virginia. 
Managing 
Director 
Dawe of the 
Southern Commercial 
Congress, however, appeared before 
the Conference tonight and made a 
sweeping survey of the good roads 
His reports were up to the 
minute 
and in many cases included happen­ 
ings within a week. 
Alabama was praised for its five 
year campaign to secure a state high­ 
way commission. 
Arkansas was commended for hav 
ing now formed a state good roads 
and drainage association to prepare 
a general road law, which the state 
still lacks. 
Florida was commented on for its 
country roads, made of brick, and 
a recent tour to work up sentiment 
for a good roads association. 
Georgia was praised for its convict 
work on the roads, 4715 being at work 


j over 111 counties; and for its pro­ 
posed law for a state highway com 
mission. 
Kentucky was referred for its great 
pike systems of crushed rock. 
Louisiana came in for great praise 
because of the sudden change from 
indifference to activity under the ef­ 
forts of Governor Sanders. 
Mississippi was shown to be pre­ 
paring a great and worthy campaign. 
Missouri was commended a moving 
toward state aid 
particularly as' ap­ 
plied to great trunk lines proposed. 
'North Carolina was shown to be up 
to the minute and ahead on its Cen­ 
tral Highway plans. 
Oklahoma was shown to have an 
especially heavy problem since ev­ 
ery section line is by law a public 
road. 
South Carolina was shown to lead 
in the use of sand-clay mixtures and 
cheap construction. 
Tennessee with its daring plans for 
main lines of travel east and west 
and for intermountain scenery was 
highly praised. 
Texas aud its problems were refer­ 
red to as being dealt with in a brave 
way; there being 140,000 miles of road 
to handle. 
Virginia was especially commend­ 
ed for its progress in bridge build­ 
ing and -the influence of the 
Stqte 
Highway Commission. 
In closing Mr 
Da we said: 
“The 
South ha3 yet a long way to go, but 
it is on the way. 
When 
our 
great 
president last week took almost as 
long to get to the battle field of Bull 
Run from Washington as it took a 
number of earnest and eager men to 
get from Bull Rim 
to 
W allington 
fifty years ago, it is quite evident that 
we have much yet to do. -In this con­ 
nection 'I may mention that while this 
session is going forward the State 
Highway 'Commissioner 
of 
Virginia' 
and a number of other important gen­ 
tlemen are actually traversing the 
roads between Washington and Rich­ 
mond for the purpose of establishing 
a highway that is creditable and that 
will form an important link in rela­ 
tion to highways north of Washing­
